The  ‘-at  Inspection  Regulations  have  placed  a heavy  additional  load 
for  the  Officers  responsible.  The  work  is  being  carried  out  and  lOG^ 
inspection  is  being  maintained,  though  this  is  necessitating  working  out 
of  normal  hours  and  at  the  sacrifice  of  certain  other  duties.
